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Vodrey Issues 'Back-To-Work’ Order 


Safety Service Director Rob­ 
ert E. Vodrey today issued a 
written “back-to-work” order to 
all members of East Liverpool’s 
police and fire departments who 
had reported off duty, claiming 
illness, in an apparent move to 
enforce their demands for wage 
increases from Council.

First Ma jo r 
Brush Fires 
Hit Ca lifo rnia 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - Cali­ 
fornia’s first major brush fires 
of the year raged on today after 
ravaging thousands of acres of 
tinder-dry park land. 
A blaze in Angeles Nat onal 
Forest, a watershed area 40 
miles north of Los Angeles, has 
burned more than 40,000 acres 
in the Liebre Mountain area 
since Friday. 
It was reported 50 pej- cent 
contained, fire officials said. 
A second blaze about 16 miles 
iea.st, in the huge forest’s Bou- 
jquet Canyon section, charred 
more than 3,500 acres before it 
was brought under control late 
Sunday. 
A 3,000-acre fire in central 
California's Los Padres Nation­ 
al Forest. 60 miles north <rf San 
Luis Obispo near the California 
coast, was about 90 per cent 
contained. 
WMnds exceeding 45-mUe.van- 
hour whipped the Liebre Moun­ 
tain fire eastward Sunday but 
subsided in today’s predawn 
hours. More than 1,500 firemen, 
including men from the

Forest Service, Los Angeles 
County Fire Deartment, Cali­ 
fornia Division of Forestry and 
about 150 Arizona Indians, bat­ 
tled the inferno.

A.NSWER: Our pictures sho w three perio ds o r sty les which 
hav e affected the appearance o f American ho uses, furniture 
and clo thing. The Co lo nial Perio d was befo re we had beco me 
an indiv idual natio n. At first, as in the picture, ho uses were 
sev erely simple but stro ngly built. Furniture was also simple 
but sho wed the to uch o f the craftsman. Such furniture is 
highly prized to day . As the new natio n emerged furnishings 
became mo re elabo rate. American sty les after 183 7, when 
Queen Victo ria o f England co mmenced her reign, were in­ 
fluenced by the o ld wo rld and became highly elabo rate. 
Ho uses were swamped in lace curtains, tassels and scro ll­ 
wo rk furniture. The Paris Ex po sitio n o f 19 25 intro duced a new 
sty le, which we call mo dem. It was a rebellio n fro m the 
scro llwo rk o f the Victo rian perio d, and intro duced straight 
lines and o pen, undeco rated areas. Objects o f mo dem sty le 
can be pro duced eco no mically by mass manufacturing meth­ 
o ds and seem mo re suitable to a machine age than Victo rian 
fripperies. If a mo dern ho use seems a bit bare when y o u 
first mo v e in, a bit o f family life will so o n warm it up 
(lo wer picture).

ANSWER: Our pictures show three periods or styles which 
have affected the appearance of A m erican houses, furniture 
and clothing The Colonial Period was before we had becom e 
an individual nation. At first, as in the picture, houses w ere 
severely sim ple but strongly built. F urniture was also sim ple 
but showed the touch of the craftsm an. Such furniture is 
highly prized today. As the new nation em erged furnishings 
becam e m ore elaborate 
A m erican styles after 1837, when 
Queen Victoria of England com m enced her reign, were in­ 
fluenced by the old world and becam e highly elaborate. 
Houses w ere swamped in lace curtains, tassels and scroll­ 
work furniture. The P aris Exposition of 1925 introduced a new 
style, which we call m odern. It was a rebellion from the 
scrollwork of the Victorian period, and introduced straight 
lines and open, undecorated areas. Objects of m odem style 
can be produced econom ically by m ass m anufacturing m eth­ 
ods and seem m ore suitable to a m achine age than Victorian 
fripperies.
